At Elba Elementary School 
Reading program proves successful

This time last year, educators 
at Elba. Elementary School 
faced the implementation of a 
new reading program, To say the 
least, they were skeptical and 
nervous not knowing what to 
expect.

The»school's educators now 
are celebrating a year of over- 
whelming success and that pre- 
viously mentioned: nervousness 
has turned to enthusiasm.

“This time last year, we were 
facing a lot of change,” said 
Re ATA 


Lakesha Brackins, Elba 
Elementary School principal. 
“There was skepticism, but 
everyone got into it and worked 
really hard,” 

Weeks said he is most pleased 
that every person at the clemen- 
tary school contributed to the 
reading program. He said it truly 
was a team effort that seemingly 
has paid off. 

Gina Price, EES curriculum 
coordinator, said being an 
Alabama Reading First 
Initiative school allowed federal 
funding for the reading program 
for the K-3 grades. Also, she 
said officials recognized the 
importance of the program, and 
other funding was secured for 
grades 4-6. 

Brackins said a goal was set to 
have 80 percent of the students 
reading at benchmark by the end 
of the school year. According to 
DIBELS (testing used to evalu- 
ale grades K-3), the school had a 
benchmark of 82 percent last 
year.

Looking at a breakdown of 
the DIBELS scores, Price said 
last year's kindergarten class 
finished with 92 percent at 
benchmark, the first grade had 
82 percent at benchmark, sec- 
ond grade had 71-percent at 
benchmark and third grade had 
80 percent at benchmark. While 
the second grade was the only 
one not meeting the 80 percent

Waiting for God 


“They that wait upon the Lord shall renew their strength, they 
shall mount up with wings as eagles; they shall run, and not be 
weary; and they shall walk, and not faint.” (Isaiah 40:31) 

The Holman Christian Standard Bible reads, “but those who trust 
in the Lord will renew their strength; they will soar on wings like 
cagles; they will run and not grow weary; they will walk and not 
faint.” Notice the word “trust” here. 

Few things are harder to do than waiting. Yet, we spend many 
hours waiting cach week. For example, we wait in line at the super- 
market, restaurant, bank, etc. Have you ever noticed that no matter 
what line you get in, it’s the slowest? We don't like to wait! 

Scripture speaks much about waiting on the Lord. Few things are 
as hard to do, It requires a lot of patience, faith, submission and as 
the Holman Bible reads “trust in the Lord.” But waiting on or trust- 
ing in the Lord has many wonderful benefits. 

First there is Energy. ‘They shall renew their strength.” You must 
wait at the gas pump for the gas to fill your car's gas tank, even 
when the price is unbelievably high, or you will not go far before 
your car runs out of energy. Likewise we need to wait spiritually if 
we want spiritual energy. Do not be in a hurry to get through your 
daily Bible reading. The same is true regarding prayer. One hymn 
says, ‘“Take time to be holy,” and it takes time: 

Second there is Elevation. “They shall mount up with wings as 


eagles.” 


Eagles tise above the world with their wings. Spiritually we 


need to rise about the world’s standards and interests. Waiting on the 
Lord will give us the wings to live a higher, nobler, more godly life. 

Then there is Enthusiasm. “They shall run and not be weary.” Not 
being weary in running speaks of lasting enthusiasm. We need more 
of this at church, Some get enthused, but it does not last. Others do 
not get enthused about the Lord's work at all. One must take time 
and wait in the Word and prayer to experience the needed spiritual 
enthusiasm to “run and not bé weary.” 

Last there is Endurance. "They shall walk and not faint.” Walking 
speaks of the normal round of. life: It is what we. do: most, And 
frankly, it is harder to live for God in the normal routine of life than 
in. any other area. Many only get with it spiritually on special days 
at church, They. have not-learned to live their faith in the ordinary 
round of life. Waiting on the Lord in His Word and prayer, will give 
the endurance to'live our faith in the common routine of life with- 
out fainting. Our faith will endure: the’ struggles of ordinary living. 

What a great promise from a great passage of Scripture!

ELIMINATION ROUND: 


Wildfires are concern across state 


“I've never seen one like 
that,” says Alabama Forestry 
Commission Tuscaloosa 
County Manager Hank 
McKinley about a fire he 
fought recently in north central 
Tuscaloosa County. “Quite 
honestly, I've never been on 
one that was that hot,” 

The 95 acre fire in the Wiley 
Community in north central 
Tuscaloosa County burned 
through an approximately 12 
year old pine plantation and at 
one point “was 100 to 150 feet 


tall coming across the road,” 
McKinley says. “Had it not 
been for a big stand of hard- 
wood: on a hardwood ridge 
we'd never have been able to 
stop it.” 

McKinley who has over 20 
years of fire fighting experi- 
ence describes the current fire 
situation as “scary,” 

Since May, most of Alabama 
has seen very little rain which 
has created a dangerous envi- 
ronment for wildfire. Dry con- 
ditions combined with. high 
temperatures and low humidity 
creates a very unstable envi- 
ronment and increases the like- 
lihood of wildfire. 

Officials with the 
Commission are suggesting 
that any outdoor burning be 
prolonged until significant 
rainfall is received. If anyone 
has to conduct outdoor burning 
they are urged to use all neces- 
sary safety precautions and to 
call the Alabama Forestry 
Commission for a bura permit. 

From July 1, 2006 through 
July 13, 2006 Alabama has 
experienced 289 wildfires that 
have burned approximately 
3,300 acres.

"Consider your angling 
needs before buying 


A boat salesman recently told me that one of the biggest problems 


a boat 


he sometimes has is determining what a prospective boat buyer 
plans to do with their new boat. He said experienced anglers that 
pursue only one or two species of fish usually know what they want. 
It's the prospective boat buyer with little experience that just retired 
and wants a boat that that can do everything from’ prow! the shal- 
lows after bluegills in the morning to pull the grandchildren on 
water skis in the afternoon that presents a problem. 

It matters little if you are buying a new boat or a used. one, make 
a list of everything the boat will be used for. If you are going to be 
strictly fishing from‘it, color may not be that important. But if you 
are going to use it for duck hunting, or cruising a water way listing 
for a spring gobbler, camouflage may be in order. 

Hull design is one of the primary considerations when purchasing 
a boat, Flat bottom, shallow draft boats like an aluminum Jon boat 
are ideal for tending trotlines, bream and crappie fishing, and for 
duck hunting in the fall, Flat bottoms have one problem though; 
they will jar the logo off your fishing cap if the water is choppy. 

Boaters that may use their boat on large lakes or occasionally on 
a saltwater bay will be happier with a deep-V or at least a semi-V 
hull, The.sharp hull design will do a better job of cutting through 
the water and provide a smoother ride than a flat bottom skipping 


across the chop, 


No matter what type boat one selects, choosing the right engine is 
critical, My boat salesman friend said that the number one regret he 
hears about from buyers is that they wished they had bought a larg- 
er engine. Manufacturers offering package deals (boat, motor, and 
trailer) are competing with other manufacturers, Reducing the size 
of the outboard is one thing they can do to keep the price lower, 
often to the disadvantage of the boat owner. If the package comes 
with a 25 h.p, motor, but a 40 h.p. option is available; buyers are 
usually better off paying a few more bucks and opting for the larg- 


er motor. 


Trolling motors and electronics are another important considera- 
tion when purchasing a boat. Cheaper electronics may work fine in 
shallow areas but if you are going to be fishing big water and need 
to know what's on the bottom, a quality electronic package will 
make your fishing days a little happier, 

Trolling motor power should be matched to the size of the boat. 
If you are in question on pounds of thrust needed, one is usually bet- 
ter off opting for the larger number, just as with outboards. 

Just as with building a house, a little planning before making the 
final decision on purchasing a boat can save one a lot of regrets later 


on.

(CCWA). 

Charles Lott, chairman of the 
Coffee County Water Authority 


board, said the authority has | 


everything operational in 
regards to the system’s’ expan- 
sion project. He said Phase I 
was completed in September 
2004 and Phase II was complet- 
ed in May. 2006. In all, he said 
over 200 miles of pipe was 
installed in the county. 

Lott: said: the water authority 
has approximately 1,400 water 
customers and three full-time 
employees. 

“The board members like to 
think we've completed our main 
mission,” said Lott, 

He said that mission was to 
get water to those who request- 
ed it, or at least, to the majority 
of them. However, he did 
acknowledge there have been 
some complaints regarding high 
rates for the service. 

Therefore, Lott offered some 
reasons for the high rates during 
Monday’s meeting. 

He said the rate for the first 
2,000 gallons of water used is 


$18.50 per month. The cost is 


$4.50 per. thousand for the next 
3,000: gallons and ‘$3. per’ thou- 
sand for all over 5,000 gallons 
used,

Mayor shows concern for FY07 budget

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Monday evening was upbeat 
until Mayor James Grimes gave 
a progress réport on the finan- 
cial outlook for the next fiscal 
year, beginning November Ist, 
2006, 

Grimes noted the problems he 
and the council would be facing 
in working an income shortfall 
of $175,000 to. $200,000. into 
the budget for the next year 
without cutting necessary serv- 
ices to Elba citizens. The mayor 
told council members he was 
well into planning the new 
budget and things just don’t 
look good, “It will be a bare 
bones budget with no frills at 
all.” 

The council approved a rec- 
ommended amendment to the 
employee personnel manual, 
This change will give an 
employee “light duty work”, 
when ordered by a doctor, only 
when there is such work avail- 
able in the department the work- 
er is assigned. 

The council also approved a 
retail. beer off-premises license 
to A W Herndon Oil Company. 
This company recently pur- 
chased the Mr. Henry's location 
at the downtown intersection of 
Claxton Avenue and. Buford 
Street. They had been temporar- 
ily operating on the Mr, Henry’s 
license while undergoing the 
formality of applying for a per- 
mit in their company name. 

The mayor reported to council 
members that work is finally 
underway to upgrade the high
